ABUSE OF STRONG MEN. 
A visiting English 
clergyman 
having 
made the statement that 
“the American 
people are now doing to Woodrow Wilson 
what they did to 
Abraham 
Lincoln,” a 
newspaper correspondent, with more pre­ 
judice than knowledge, indignantly denies 
that either Lincoln or Washington was ever 
made the target of bitter criticism, evident­ 
ly being under the impression that they 
were as generally popular when they were 
in office as they are now. 
Of course this 
i§ far from the truth, as any one with even 
a slight acquaintance with the historical 
records is well aware. 
Both Washington 
and Lincoln 
were 
outrageously 
abused 
while in office, both were denounced as 
usurpers and despots, and neither became 
universally popular until after death. 
Much could be quoted to show this, but 
a single example in each case will suffice. 
Iii 1797, a few days before Washington re­ 
tired from the presidency and returned to 
his Virginia estate the Philadelphia Au­ 
rora editorially remarked: 
“If ever a na­ 
tion was debauched by a man, the Amer­ 
ican nation has been debauched by Wash­ 
ington; if ever a nation was deceived by a 
man, the American nation has been deceiv­ 
ed by Washington.” And a few days later 
the following appeared in the columns of 
the same journal: 
“When a retrospect is 
taken of the Washington administration of 
eight years, it is a subject of the greatest 
astonishment 
that 
a 
single 
individual 
should have conquered the principles of 
republicanism in an 
enlightened 
people 
just 
emerging 
from 
the 
gulf 
of 
iefepotism, and should have carried his de­ 
sign against the public liberty so far as to 
[lave put in jeopardy its very existence.” 
Washington himself wrote that he could 
not have been more vilely abused if he had 
been a pickpocket. 
Lincoln was not only criticized, abused 
md bitterly opposed even by members of 
ais own party but there were those among 
die same opponents who, after his assas­ 
sination, went so far as to give expression 
;o their satisfaction that he was out of the 
The

,0, page 315: 
“There was one 
exception to the 
general grief (over Lincoln’s assassi­ 
nation) too remarkable to be passed 
over in silence.

termined clemency toward the south­ 
ern people had made an impression so 
Unfavorable that, 
though they were

Harriet Prescott 
Spofford, 
who died 
last year at the age of 86, and Amelia E. 
Barr, who wrote novels until she was far 
advanced into the eighties, are notable ex­ 
amples of literary longevity, but Mrs. Tor- 
hune, known to the reading public as Ma­ 
rion Harland, whose death at the advanced 
age of 91 occurred recently, is probably 
the most remarkable example on record of 
longevity among the

literary life covered 78 years, she must 
have written more 
or less 
continuously 
from her thirteenth to her ninety-first year. 
Her novels, domestic science books and 
magazine contributions of especial interest 
to her sex must have appealed to young wo­ 
men of recent times as well as to their 
mothers and grandmothers. Has any other 
writer, male or female, maintained a hold 
on the reading public for more than three 
score years and ten ? Perhaps the chief ex­ 
planation of this extraordinary 
achieve­ 
ment is to be found in her adaptability and 
readiness to change or develop with the 
times. 
It is stated that she began writing 
as a romantic Virginia girl enamoured of 
the spirit of chivalry, and yet in her old 
age she was a modernist in matters relat­ 
ing to the new conditions surrounding her 
sex. 
It appears that this remarkable wo­

almost to the 
end.

the soil and pack the dirt 
firmly 
about the roots. Give enough water 
so that the soil is saturated for a 
couple of Inches about the plant. 
Despite the greatest care, many of 
the plants will wilt under the sun’s 
warm rays at this time of year and 
it is advisable to give shade for a 
day or two. 
Strawberry boxes are 


excellent for this purpose, as they 
admit air and give the protection 
from the sun. 
Plants in the flower garden need 
the shading usually more than the 
vegetables which are hardy enough 


usually to recover after a day or 
I two.

Screens of cheese cloth or muslin 
may be made to protect plantings of 
choice flowers until they have taken 
hold, 
The practice of shading with 
flower pots is not a good one. 
The 
pots shut out the air and become 
hot under the sun’s rays and hold 
the heat, the air within being 
too 
warm for the good of the little plant. 
It is better, lf flower pots are used 
to set them so that the plant will be 
to the north of them and the shadow 
of the pot will offer some protection. 
Otherwise .raise one edge of the pot 
so that air can circulate under it.
